Tools and Materials He Should 
Keep on Hand— Advantages 


of Keeping a Log Book. 


We h it going lo pause in explaining 
the theory o f radio receivers and get 
down lo practical things for today. 
There are many novices building their 
own sets, or making additional paris, 


who are in doubt as to just what to o ls 
aud m aterials they will nee<*. 
Naturally there are tools and tools. 
Some cost more I hail others. 
Then, 
there are people and people. 
Some 
people need more tools thau others. 
Some folks are just naturally handy 
with tools, aud others find thai tools 
won t behave aud lead the user into 
all sorts of complications. 
The tools and m aterials following 
are such as are necessary, and which 
will lie useful at all times. 
No prices 
are given for the buyer will have to 
look to i)is pocketbook for guidance 
iu tills r e lie d . 
Tools 
that 
will 
com e 
iu 
handy; 
large, medium and sm all screwdrivers; 
Hat. 
three-cornered 
aud 
round 
tile; 
lia<*k saw. miter saw 
and box and 
cross-cut saw ; a small plane, a vise, a 
bit and auger, pliers, a square and 
yardstick or tape rule, dividers and 
hammer, preferably a sm all one. 


M aterials that will be convenient to 
have on hand are as follow s; 
Hand* 
paper, emery paper, wire of all gauges, 
round and flat-headed screws, a sup­ 
ply of brass nuts and washers, paraf­ 
fine and sealing wax, bakelite, card­ 
board and fiber board, tinfoil, por­ 
celain 
insulators, binding posts and 
terminals, 
sheet 
copper 
aud 
sheet 
brass and adhesive tape. 
Tape is possibly the most useful ar­ 
ticle in the w hole layout, for it will 
be found to have many uses. 
It is in 
short a versatile piece of material Lu 
the electrician’# kit. 
Those of our readers who are build­ 
ing sets may Ami that it is good pol­ 
icy to keep all the odds aud ends of 
wire, tape, copper, etc., that they may 
have, 
it seem s that uses for these 
short bits are alw ays to be found just 
when it is discovered that they have 
been 
thrown 
away. 
So, 
therefore, 
hoard all sm all pieces. 
One thiug we want to stress iii build­ 
ing radio apparatus: Use care In your 
work, and put a good finish on your 
sets. 
Not only does it greatly add to 
the appearance of tbs aet, but it also 
elim inates odd corners aud stray ends 
of wire that catch dust or catch on 
surrounding objects and will bonnier 
the efficiency of tile set, either by 
shorting the circuit or causing it to 
he dragged off a pedestal and thrown 
on the door. 
T hose who have vacuum 
tube sets know that usually a fall 
m eans some new tubes. 
To those radio novices who desire 
to go skipping blithely through the 
ether, picking out u station here and 
a station there, as fancy directs them, 
we recommend a log book. 
Just any 
sort of book will do, or rather any 
book will do In which one can jot 
down records of the evenings broad­ 
casting. 
The reason for the log book is that 
It prevents u lot of unnecessary fuss­ 
ing with the dials when a certain sta ­ 
tion 
Is 
desired. 
Say 
for 
instance, 
KJ)KA w as going nicely, but that 
there was u certain concert going on 
in New York at WUZ or WOY, or 
m aybe WGL up iu Bostou. 
Let us 
m ake the problem even harder and say 
that there were tw o addresses in one 
evening, both especially good, and one 
of Hie addresses in New York was 
scheduled to start two minutes after 
the one in Pittsburgh w as over. 
As 
soon as the one address is over, the 
enthusiast starts playing with his dials 
to catch New York. 
Sometim es it 
takes two m inutes and som etim es it 
takes a great deal more tim e to catch 
the desired signal, and more often 
than not, the lecture is half over be­ 
fore it is tuned in correctly. 
T o assist the enthusiast to tune iii 
quickly on any desired station is the 
m ission of the log book. 
In this book 
should be entered the necessary data 
about 
all 
stations 
that 
have 
been 
picked up. 
H ere should lie noted 
down the exact position of the dials 
where Hie station was tuned in lite 
best and other pertinent remarks. All 
these remarks should lie entered, of 
course, lite first tim e a new broadcast* 
lug station is picked up. 
With tilt' in­ 
formation before Idm, tile enthusiast 
needs but a glance at ids book to tell 
him how lie set his dials the Inst time 
he heard WPZ. 
Tile oft heard remark to tile effect 
thai IIN ll was heard lust night but 
cannot be heard tonight, should lie a 
thing of Hie past if a log bouk is 
about, that is, providing one’s set lias 


I auge enough for tile distance. 
No directions are sci down here for 
making a log book as it is thought 
that each one of the radio folk will 
have bls own ideas on the subject. 
However, space should be left to in* 
scribe even the m inutest data about 
signal reception.

be against you. 
No more shall you 
eat in peace, but you shall quarrel 
among yourselves, and the strong will 
conquer the weak, and to no other ani­ 
mal shall you lie friend. 
Your glossy 
black hair which this day has been 
turned gray from fright shall ever re­ 
main gray as a mark of ray displeasure, 
and all that see it shall know that you 
iiMve disobeyed the Manitou. And now’ 
shall you Hunt in packs from fear of 
hunting alone, ami must you he on 
guard always, else you will be killed 
by your fellow s—for tile hand of all 
animals will be against you from tills 
t ime fort ii, and the Bed Man who has 
loved you will com e to hate you, and 
slay you, and nowhere In all the world 
Nim II you find |*ca«e.” 
When the Manitou had said these 
words lie caused the wolf to be set 
down again on earth, but all he said 
was trite. 
The w olf no longer walked , 
with the other animals, but sneaked 
along through the woods, ami never 
more 
could 
he 
associate 
with 
ids 
friends, hut only with tile other wolves 
who formed into a pack and came 
forth only at night and killed and w’ere 
killed, even as tile Manitou had said. 
So it is unto tliis day even as tile 
Manitou commanded, 
lf you believe it 
not, go forth int** the quiet of tile 
woods aud watch the w olf and see ids 
habits.
